Go  vernments,  where  hereditary  defeent 
is  an  elementary  principle  in  the  execu- 
tive department,  may  very  naturally  be 
compared  to  a machine,  with  one  of  its 
wheels  often  at  reft,  and  at  other  times 
working  with  fuch  violence,  asequally  to 
derange  its  own  harmony  and  to  deftfoy 
the  object  upon  which  it  operates.

1 his  kind  of  government  is  always 
dangerous.  Its  principle  is  not  relative 
to  focial  happinefs.  It  can  only  flourilh 
on  deception,  which  it  fometimes  deteiT 
ed  by  the  vigilance  of  democracy,  and 
then  iociety  fuffer  all  the  calamities  of 
civil  commotion. 

But  let  us  turn  from  this  fubjedt 
which  the  mind  can  fcarcely  find  a reft 
ing  place,  to  contemplate  the  perfections 
of  the  republican  plan,  which  has  truth 
and  realon  for  its  bafis. 

Many  writers  on  the  fcience  of  gov. 
eminent  have  been  difpofed  to  fpeak  un 
favourably  of  the  republican  plan,  on 
account  of  the  fadlions  to  winch  it  is  ap 
to  give  birth.  No  opinion,  however  can 
be  more  erroneous  ; for  it  may  be  laid 
down  as  a maxim,  that  fuch  is  the  tem 
per  of  mankind,  that  they  do  not  readi 
ly  throw  themfelves  into  a (late  of  dan 
'er  and  confufion  without  a juftifiable 
caufe.  Moll  bf  the  infurredlions  at 
Rome  during  the  commonwealth  were 
of  this  call.  The  government  and  not 
the  wanton  inclinations  of  the  people, 
conftituted  the  leading  caufes  of  every 
removal  of  the  populace  to  mount  Aven* 
tine.  A republican  government,  there 
tore  when  it  is  well  organized,  may  for 
many  reafons,  be  confidered  as  the  mod 
tafe,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  admi 
nillers  to  the  ci ti Seri  the  mofl  perfedl 
treedom.  All  its  parts  work  together. 
Society  is  the  focus  of  its  llrength,  which 
cither  gives  acceleration  to  its  motion 
as  occafion  may  require,  or  repreffes  the 
influence  which  each  order  of  the  gov- 
ernment might  affume  over  the  reft,  to 
derange  the  harmony  of  the  whole.  This 
will  always  mark  the  operations  of  that 
kind  of  inftitution,  which  has  a well  di- 
gclled  fyftem  of  rational  principles  fo 
its  fuperftrudlilre  and  the  will  of  the 
people  for  its  bafis.  It  requires  no  be- 
lief, for  its  exiftence  beyond  the  nature 
of  things,  as  it  is  prefented  to  the  fen- 
fes  at  the  moment  when  the  material 
are  put  together,  to  give  it  the  form  of 
a compadt.  Every  citizen  feeling  him- 
felf free,  afks  not  for  the  charter  of  his 
authority  to  adl  as  he  thinks  proper,  or 
takes  the  trouble,  like  the  religious  bigot, 
to  fearch  the  annals  of  antiquity,  for  a 
period  to  date  tbe  origin  of  his  claims. 
Man  is  his  charadler  and  this  charad^ei 
with  all  its  rights,  are  relative  to  every 
nation  and  every  period  of  time. 

But  the  great  advantage  of  this  kind 
of  government  is,  that  it  is  forever  ful-! 
ceptible  of  fucedfive  mutations,  accord 
ing  to  the  exigencies  of  the  date,  br  the 
fovereign  will  of  the  pfcople’.  In  many 
countries  of  . Europe,  the  governments 
on  account  of  the  original  ftrudlure  ol 
their  conftitutions,  have  ceafed  to  be  re- 
lative to  the  interells  or  happinefs  of  the 
people,  even  allowing  that  there  may 
have  been  periods,  when  they  were  moil 
datable  to  thefe  ends.  In  Englaild, 
Ireland  and  Scotland,  in  modern  Italy, 
in  Sweden  and  Denmark,  as  well  as  in 
Germany  and  Pruffia,  the  temper  of  the 
people,  the  increafe  of  knowledg,  and 
the  progrefs  of  civilization,  in  many  o- 
ther  refpeiTs,  have  long  fince  fitted  the 
mafs  of  fociety,  for  republican  forms  of 
government.  But  the  original  flruTure 
of  the  old  governments  iiTthefe  count- 
ries, is  an  obftacle  which  cannot  be 
removed  without  immenfe  danger  ; and 
therefore,  the  people  are  willing  to  dif- 
fer the  tranquility  of  flavery,  to  avoid 
Hie  calamities  of  civil  commotion,  by  an 
effort  to  become  free. 

This  hir'd  of  government  is  of  all  others 
the  mod  energetic  in  its  principles  and 
llrudlnre,  fo  long  as  the  will  of  the  na- 
tion conftitutes  the  ground  upon  which 
it  is  eredledi  Under  monarchical  infti- 
tutions,  the  government  belongs  either 
to  the  king  alone,  or  to  the  king  and  no- 
bles together.  Under  the  republican 
plan,  the  people  are  the  folt  proprietors. 
It  is  a fpecies  of  property  which  they 
confiderasexciufivelybelonging  to  them- 
fllves,  and  therefore  becomes  an  object 
ot  the  moll  earned  folicitude  and  care. 
Ail  its  parts  are  completely  underftood  ; 
and  the  beauty,  regularity  and  harmo- 
whirheompofe  itsfeatures,  the  general  fe- 
licity and  fafety  which  it  produces,  and  the 
freedom  which  it  gives  to  every  i'eini- 
ment  and  a«Tion  that  can  embeililh  life 
and  manners,  naturally  attracT  the  af- 
IciTions  of  a people  who  have  once  en- 
joyed thefe  advantages.  It  is  owing’to 
thefe  caufes,  that  the  republican  plan  is 
calculated  to  outlive,  in  duration,  any 


in  the  Military  trad,  lhall  be  l'urreyed f able.  The  executive  department'  be-jother  fyftem  that  can  be  deviled.  ’ The 


diffufion  of  knowledge,  to  which  it  is 
lo  favorable  and  the  free  fpirit  of  enqui- 
ry which  the  mind  affumes,  when  it  no 
longer  dread;  the  rack  01  the  inquHition, 
will  always  give  birth  to  right  reafon  ing 
on  political  lubjedls,  and  prevent  it  from 
becoming  poifoned  by  that  fatal  preju- 
dice and  fpirit  of  indifference,  which 
mark  the  approach  of  national  misfor- 
tune. The  ancient  Batavians  took  the 
government  under  their  immediate  man- 
agement, and  the  nation  continued  free 
tor  feveral  ages.  The  fpirit  of  com- 
merce and  the  pride  of  luxury*  made  them 
in  procefs  of  time  indifferent  to  every 
objedl  of  a political  nature,  and  it  was 
then  that  the  republic  loll  its  liberty. 
The  fame  caufe  produced  the  fame  effed 
at  Rome,  fome  time  prior  to  the  proferip- 
tions  of  Sy  11a. 

'1  here  is  nothing,  perhaps,  which  tends 
fo  much  to  perpetuate  the  duration  of  a 
republic,  as  the  freedom  of  popular  fuf- 
frage  in  eleclions.  The  firfl  itab  which 
the  Roman  liberties  received,  was  occa- 
fioned  by  the  eftablilhmcnt  of  the  Leges 
Tabularcs,  towards  the  clofe  of  the  re- 
public. Under  thefe  laws  all  eleclions 
became  fecret,  which  immediately  open- 
ed an  avenue  for  every  fpecies  of  cor- 
ruption and  venality  on  the  part  of  both 
the  eledlor  and  tbe  elefted.  * It  was  not 
fui-prizing,  therefore,  that  the  liberty 
of  the  citizen  fliould  be  deftroyed,  when 
both  the  government  and  the  vices  of  fo- 
ciety, mutually  confpired  to  fubvert  the 
foundation  upon  which  it  relied.  At 
Athens,  before  the  flame  of  liberty  ex- 
pired, all  elections  were  public.  But 
when  the  government  became  veiled  in 
the  hands  of  thofe  tyrants  which  the 
fickle  temper  of  the  Athenians  fubmit- 
ted  to,  in  the  laft  ages  of  the  republic, 
the  freedom  of  fiiflrage  no  longer  t Lifted. 
Every  vote  was  given  in  the  mod  fecret 
manner,  to  avert  the  vengeance  of  an 
overgrown  ariftocracy,  who  had  ufurped 
the  rights  of  the  people.  Is  not  this 
the  cafe  in  every  defpotic  government  ? 
In  a genuine  republic,  however,  where 
every  man  votes  in  a public  manner, 
there  will  no  longer  exift  thofe  fatal  in- 
trigues in  government,  which  equally 
lerve  to  render  itl«lf  impotent  and  to 
corrupt  the  mafs  of  the  people,  by  party 
collufion.  Had  this  right  been  exercit 
ed  in  a public  manner  at  Venice,  the 
ariftocracy  would  never  have  ul'.irped 
the  reins  of  government.  The  fecret 
exercife  of  the  privilege,  only  ferved  to 
perpetuate  it  • for  as  long  as  the  eleclor 
was  unknown,  he  was  foe u re  from  the 
vengeance  of  the  inquifi  tion.  If  lie  had 
given  his  vote  in  a public  manner,  it 
would  have  occafioned  refentment  fome- 
where,  and  he  was  lure  of  being  cut  off 
by  the  moll  terrible  of  human  puniffi- 
ments.  The  tranquility  of  a peaceable 
degrading  flavery  was  pefer.ed  to  the 
dangers  which  might  attend  an  effort  to 
become  free.  But  the  blood  that  would 
have  ftained  the  alters  of  ariftocracy, 
in  confequence  of  a free  exercife  of  the 
right  of  (uffrage,  would  foon  have  cal. 
led  for  vengeance  from  the  differing  par- 
ty, and  at  lad  produced  its  otvn  puniffii 
■mein,  by  exciting  the  refentment  of  hui 
man  nature. 

Republican  inllitutions,  however,  re- 
quire no  inquifitiens  or  maniions  of  du. 
rtfs,  to  pnnifli  the  freedom  of  fenti- 
ment  or  atlion.  From  their  very  nature 
and  organization,  they  would  be  confi- 
dcred  as  an  abfurdity  ; becaufe  it  would 
be  tbe  people  inflicting  a puniftiment  on 
themfelve.  In  countries  where  there 
are  diflinfl  orders  in  fociety,  as  in  Eng- 
land, Germany  and  molt  other  European 
dates,  it  is  the  afcendency  which  the 
gains  over  the  other,*  that  puts  art 
end  to  the  claims  of  liberty,  in  the  par- 
ty which  is  obliged  to  l’ubmit  to  luperior 
Controul.  But  where  all  nren  are  equal 
as  in  th*  republican  order  of  things,  there 
is  no  neteffny  for  burtlienfome  and  un- 
natural impofitions  on  any  part  of  focie- 
protedl  the  whole  from  ruin. 
Nxan  enjoys  his  natural  liberty  with  % 
lew  necelTary  focial  reftrifUoais,  which 
are  neither  rigoroasor  incon  pjtible  with 
his  happinefs.  I he  polity,  however, 
purfued  by  defpotic  courts,  is  ncceffarily 
different.  The  great  object  is  the  del* 
trutlion  of  equality,  by  creating  a high- 
er order  over  and  above  the  popular  mafs, 
to  excjte  their  fear  by  fuperior  power, 
and  to  infpire  their  admiration  by  the 
difplay  ot  all  the  fplendour  of  wealth, 
rank  and  dillinClion.  To  ftrengthen 
the  di  lution,  which  is  fo  apt  to  command 
the  obedience  and  exete  the  veneration 
ind  credulity  of  ignorance,  an  order  of 
men  are  exalted  from  the  lowly  condi- 
tion of  celefiia!  tniflionaries  and  the  pri- 
mitive fimplicity  of  the  ancient  patri- 
archs, to  fit  111  the  councils  of  kings,  to 
affume  all  tlie  vicious  habits  of  ariftocra- 
cy and  to  augment  the  conlpiracy  of  def- 
potifm againll  the  rights  of  human  na- 
ture. 1 he  clergy  have  in  al)  ages  of 
the  world,  conftituted  the  bane  of  foci- 
ety. In  conjunction  with  the  fecular  or- 
ders ot  nobility,  they  have  always  been 
unfavorable  to  civil  liberty.  The  one, 
armed  with  the  vindictive  ftatutes  of  ar- 
ftprraev,  and  the  other  with  the  Bible, 
the  Koran  or  the  Shader,  have  Lid 
liege  to  the  empire  of  the  paffions  and  ef- 
fected a complete  triumph  over  philolo- 
phy  and  reafon.  This  conftitutes  a 
double  flavery  on  the  people.  The  flate 
threatens  to  the  unfortunate  culprit, 
all  the  nv. fines  which  our  phyfical  con- 
dition is  fufceptible  ; whilft  the  church 
cairies  our  afflictions  beyond  this  world, 
and  pur’ ues  us  with  vengeanre  to  the 
footflool  of  a merciful  and  benificent 
prosjdence. 

1 hefe  faCts  are  clearly  illuftrated  in 
in  the  hiftory  of  France,  during  the  mo- 


aarchy,  and  that  of  Spain  anJ'Portuga! 
from  the  period  when  a union  took  place 
between  church  and  date.  Oliver  Crom 
well,  by  fid  try  with  each  eccitfiaftical 
order  of  England,  would  have  been  de- 
clared king,  provid  'd  his  ambitious  ca- 
reer had  not  been  fruftrated  by  death 
It  was  by  a hypocritical  femblance  of 
friendfinp  which  he  exhibited  to  the  na- 
tion, tne  protellant  church  and  the  Ro 
anilii  hierarchy,  and  by  deceiving  in  re- 
ality all  three  of  them,  that  he  becam 
piUk-dadof  fuch  unbounded  influence, 
as  to  entble  him  to  awe  all  Europe 
.What  was  the  caufe,  after  the  expullion 
of  Tarquin,  and  the  dellruftion  of  pa 
trician  influence  at  Rome,  that  the  peo- 
ple fo  loon  I’uhmitted  again  to  tyranny  ? 
Becanfs  Servius  I'ullus,  blended  tli 
church  with  the  (late,  made  it  a funda- 
mental law,  that  all  great  appointments 
as  w ll  is  every  important  project,  lliould 
be  fubmitted  to  the  determination  of 
fjothlayers,  '■Who  by  imputing  on  the  ig- 
norance an  1 credulity  of  the  p'ople, 
threw  the  flare  into  con vu 111  ms,  and  o- 
pened  an  avenue  for  patrician  ufurpa- 
tion. 

In  republican  governments,  the  peo- 
ple are  acquainted  with  the  characters 
they  entrull.  The  confidence  which  this 
circumftartce  infpires,  not  only  adds  to 
the  general  felicity,  but  when  the  people 
are  themfelves  deceived,  they  can  apply 
on  appropriate  remedy  to  the  evil  and  re- 
move it  at  once.  The  cafe  is  differ  i 
in  monarchical  dates.  The  king,  who 
has  nothing  to  anfw  -r  for  to  the  peopL 
makes  all  great  appointments,  a id  tli 
government  which  th  s order  pie  lies  to 
impofe  upon  them  th-v  are  com  jelled  t 
fubmitto.  In  E:igla:id, every  chung- of  . 
mi 'lifter  produces  a temporary  convulfi 
in  the  nation.  If  his  principles  are  ftp 
poled  to  be  hoft.Ie  to  the  privileged  > 
ders,  it  excites  ftlie  oppofition  of  the  ar. 
iftocracy  ; and  if  they  are  of  a differ- 
ent (lamp,  the  people,  who  fuff.ir  all  the 
calamities  of  a mad  adminiftration,  in 
their  turn,  co  nolain  of  the  impofition. 
Belides,  the  minifter  is  entirely  unknown 
to  the  veiy  body  of  fociety  wliirh  i» 
fuffer  moft,  by  an  improper  manage  li-m 
of  affairs.  No  confidence  can  be  repo- 
fed  in  the  chara&er  wliofe  principles  are 
doubtful.  When  lord  North  and  the 
ntarquis  of  Rockingham  were  appointed 
rainifters  in  E igland,  they  were  not 
known  by  a tenth  part  of  the  nation. 
Thb  impolicy  of  their  adminiftration  was 
an  evil  which  the  people  could  not  reme 
&y,  evert  when  the  drift  and  talents  of. 
tjsefe  men  were  fully  difeovered.  Had 
th*  government,  however,  Wen  in  the 
hands  of  the  people,  what  would  have 
been  the  puuiflvnsnt  of  fuch  a mad 
fchein.  as  N irth's  to  fubjugate  the  A- 
ricans,  at  the  expence  of  the  national 
blood  an  l treafiire',  and  the  feelings  of 
bum  mi'y  ? Th  • neopie  would  have  cubn  - 
ed  hi  ii  put  of  office,  and  ponfigned  him 
to  oblivion,  as  they  have  done  in  A >ieri- 
c i by  John  Adams.  But  in  England, 
a il  m every  country  whole  government 
is  not  relative  to  the  n itural  rights  of 
m inkind,  the  happinefs  and  claims  of  the 
pedp'e  are  objefls  of  the  laft  confidera- 
tion.  Governments  of  a defpotic  kind 
3re  rtiturally  lazy  in  the  adminiftration 
of  juMcc.  When  the  power  over  th 
multitt  le  is  complete,  the  one  beco.m  ■ 
every  tiing  aitd  the  other  nothing.  This 
is  the  'iuf'  why  European  monarch 
e mpofe  a nitre  nomiti.il  executive,  by 
doingjlithing themfelves  and  confidin 
everji  thtt g to  th  tir  nlinifters,  and  why 
Afiatir  .efpotif n is  committed  to  tli 
hinds  of  ^,ziers,  who  having  n > rrt  'ti  / ■ 
to  cukivov-  the  aft  Aims  of  any  otli 
than  th*  df  > >t  they  reorefenty  opprrf.

Message  from  his  Majesty. 

The  lihancelor  of  the  Kxcheque 
fliortly  after  he  entered  the  houfe. 
placed  himfelf  at  the  bar,  and  brought 
up  the  following  meffage  from  his 
majefty  : 

Gr.op.GE  r.. — His  majefiy  thinks  it 
neceffary  to  acquaint  the  Houfe  o' 
Commons,  that  as  very  confiderablc 
military  preparations  are  carrying 
on  in  the  portsiof  France  and  Hoi 
land,  he  has  judged  it  expedient  to 
adopt  additional  meafures  of  pre- 
caution for  the  fecurity  of  his  do 
minions.  Though  the  'preparations 
to  whic  his  majefty  refers,  are  a- 
vowedly  direifled  to  colonial  fervice, 
yet  as  difeuflions  of  great  importance 
are  now  lubfifting  between  his  raa- 
jelly  and  the  French  government, 
the  relult  of  which  mull  at  prefent 
be  uncertain,  his  majefty  is  induced 
to  make  this  communication  to  his 
faithful  Commons,  in  the  full  per- 
fuaiioii  that,  whilft  they  partake  of 
his  majefty’s  earned  and  unvarying 
folicitode  for  the  contiuuance  of

LONDON,  March  19. 

At  Madame  lionapHrte’sdrawingroora 
on  Sunday' lull,  tne  lirlt  conlul  appeared 
in  a Hate  of  evid-  nt  irritability.  When 
lie  approached  the  Englilh  auibaffacior, 
he  obferved  with  warmth,  that  a war 
bad  now  defolated  Europe  for  fifteen 
years,  and  afked  whether  it  was  now  to 
be  renewed  ? Adding,  that  if  ,t  was,  it 
might  laft  for  as  long  a period.  To 
which  Lord  Whitworth  calmly  replied, 
that  if  ,t  was  renewed,  it  woula  not  be 
the  fault  of  Great  Britain.  Bonaparte 
then  went  among  the  ladies,  and  loon 
after  returned  to  Lord  Whitworth,  and 
vehemently  declared,  that  thearmaments 
now  preparing  in  the  por  s of  France, 
were  deftined  only  for  the  colonies,  in 
the  prefervation  of  which  England  was 
as  much  interefted  as  lie  could  be.  He 
loon  after-quitted  the  room,  cllling  on 
God  and  man  to  witnefs,  that  he  hoped 
vengeance  would  be  infliefted  on  th^  pow- 
er which,  by  a viola  i -n  of  treaty,  Ihould 
caufe  the  renewal  of  hoftiliues.  All 
accounts  agree  that  his  countenance  wng 
throughout,  a 1 moft  disfigured  by  pailion  ; 
and  his  tone  was.  fo  loud  and  vehement, 
that  at  leaft  half  the  company  prefent 
muft  have  heard  aft  that  paired  on  this 
extraordinary  occalion. 

Government,  we  have  been  informed 
this  morning,  expeft  to  receive  a defini- 
tive anliver  from  Bonaparte  to  night. 
Their  ultimatum  was  difpatched  on 
1 uefday  laft,  and  as  we  underftand,  .in 
immediate  reply  was  demanded,  tlu  y are 
in  expedition  of  difpatchcs  to  ni  ht  or 
to-morrow  morning,  that  will  dtcide  the 
quellion  of  peace  or  war. 

An  Englilh  yeflel  arrived  on  Wednef- 
night  from  La  Hogue.  She  failed  from 
thence  laft  Sunday  evening  in  conle- 
quence  ol  the  buftle  and  confufion  that 
was  going  on  at  La  Hogue  and  Cham- 
bourg.  She  was  about  to  load  oyfters 
tor  London,  and  was  heaving  out  ballad 
for  that  purpofe  ; but  from  the  warlike 
appearance  of  affairs  in  that  neighbour- 
hood, the  captain  thought  it  moft  pru- 
dent to  leave  it  as  early  as  polfible, 
Tickets  were  leaving  at  the  houfes  of 
ol  aft  thofe  connedled  with  the  army, 
and  the  utinoft  conlufion  feemed  to  pre- 
ajjl. 

Wt  is  faid  an  embargo  has  been  laid  on 
all  the  Englilh  veffels  in  the  French 
ports. 

Confiderable  agitation  has  been  cau- 
led  by  a veffel  being  llranded  oft’  the 
coall  ot  Ireland,  with  Hands  of  arms  on 
board  to  a toufidcrable  amount.  Thc 
ew  are  faid  to  have  deferted  the  veffel 
•fter  threwing  a large  box  overboard, 
which  to  ihcir  great  mortification  did 
lot  fink  but  floated  to  fhore.  It  was 
found  to  contain  Colours  of  green,  with 
he  words  “Union — France  and  Ire- 
land," in  the  centre.
